permits had jumped 35.9 per cent. 


Mr. Roosevelt replied to the de-

Housing Act until one year 
and 


one month ago, and considering 
also that you had* to obtain en- 
abling legislation from the legis- 
latures of 45 states.

An 
insurance 
company 


reports that more than half 
of the 16,000 industrial ac- 
cident fatalities occurred in 
occupations generally clas- 
sified as safe. There were 
4,400 fatal accidents in ag- 
riculture, 3,800 in trade and 
service industries, 2,300 in 
construction, 2,000 in -trans- 
portation and public utili- 
ties, 1,900 in manufacturing, 
and 1,600 in mining, quar- 
rying and oil and gas wells 


Machinery caused 29 per 


cent of the fatal accidents 
Animals killed '22 per cent 
of the victims. 


Other accident statistics 


show that a high percent- 
age of fatalities occur, year 
after year, in what is sup- 
posed to be the safest place 
in the world—the home. 


Accidents in supposedly 


safe occupations must be 
largely preventable. They 
occur when the victim or 
some one else does some 
careless or absent-minded 
thing which need not have 
been done. Perhaps this sort 
of accident is less prevent-

dangerous. In the former 
there is a natural human

COTTON SUBSIDIES 
WILL BE LIMITED TO 


TWO CENTS POUND 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. 


(IP)—The 
AAA 
announced 


today that subsidies to be 
paid cotton farmers under 
the new loan and payment 
plan would be limited to 
two cents a pound. 


The government agreed 


yesterday to lend ten cents 
a 


pound on cotton 
produced this 
year under the control 
program 


and to guarantee producers a to- 
tal return of 12 cents a pound. 
This was a compromise with South- 
ern senators who wanted a 12-cent 
loan. 


Chester C, Davis, the farm ad- 


ministrator, explained today that 
"adjustment payments" to farmers 
under the plan will be limited to 
two cents. 


The AAA statement said: 
"This explanation was made to 


clarify any erroneous impression 
that might have been drawn from 
the announcement of the new pol- 
icy yesterday and in response to 
Inquiries as to whether the pro- 
ducers would receive the 
differ- 
ence between the average price and 
12 cents in the event the average 
price declined below the,ten cent 
level. 


"The governments' commitment 
to pay producers the 
difference 


between the average price and 12 
cents is limited to two cents per 
pound." Mr. Davis stated, "and if 
it should develop that prices drop 
blow ten cents—a highly improb- 
able contingency—producers would 
he expected to put their cotton in 
the lonn and wait for prices to re- 
cover." 


In other words, should the prtce 
ge below ten cents farmers would 
be expected to apply for the 10 
cents a pound loan offered by the 
government and hold their cotton 
until the market quotations reach- 
ed that level. 


Further 
announcements 
were 


predicted as fast as additional de- 
tails are worked out by the farm 
administration.

He has arranged a series of 
conferences with legislative lead- 
ers to discuss the program in de- 
tail. 


The governor said he hoped only 


one session would be necessary.

In addition, the session will 
be charged with placine district, 
county and precinct officers on a 
salary, instead of a fee. basis and

All parents are

schools in protecting the child's 
health. Following is the informa- 
tion as announced today: 


Now that school days are near- 


ly here, it is the responsibility 
of the parents to see that their 
children are ready for school. It 
is not fair to the school or to 
the child to send him to school 
unless he is as. physically .fit as 
he can be made. 
- 


Children with 
diseased tonsils 


should have them removed before 
school 
begins. Defective 
teeth 


should receive attention of 
the 


family dentist. Every child should 
be immunized against diphtheria 
,and vaccinated against smallpox. 
Those children having defective 
vision'should be treated or fitted 
with glasses before . the 
added 


strain of school life is placed up- 
on his eyes. 
May Bar Children. 


Skin diseases should be cured, 


as no child with suspicious skin 
lesion will be 'allowed to remain 
in school without 
a 
certificate 


from 
a 
physician 
stating 
said 


condition is not contagious. 


Any defects of eyelids, such as 


granulation 
will require a doc- 


tor's approval. 


Children exposed to tuberculosis 


at any time will also be required 
to have a certificate. 


Health habits such as the re- 


quired numbers of hours of sleep, 
balanced meals, and dally proper 
elimination 
should be well es- 


tablished before' the child starts 
to school. 
It is advisable that every child, 


whether he is a beginner or in 
high school, have a yearly physi- 
cal examination, and any defects 
found corrected.

queen lying by the side of the 
road.

jured. He was unable- to explain 
the cause of the accident. 


The young 
royal 
couple—she 
was 29 years old, he 
33—were 


driving speedily down the pleas- 
ant lakeside road near Kussnach 
under a bright sun. Behind them, 
in the rear seat, rode their chauf- 
feur. 


The speed of the 'car was esti- 


mated at between 50 ana 55 miles 
an hour on 
the 
comparatively 
straight and broad road. 


In another car 
close 
behind, 
rode a gentleman—and lady-in- 
waiting with a chauffeur. They 
said later they thought they saw 
the king turn his head to look 
at the mountains bordering lake 
"Vier Waldstatter Sec" near Kuss- 
nacht, 9 miles east of Lucerne. 


The royal car swerved off the 
road and on to 
rough 
ground. 
Both the king and queen were 
thrown out. The 
queen's head 
struck a tree and her skull was 
fractured. 


Car Swerved Into Lake. 


The car swerved on out into the 


shallow waters of the lake, from 
which' It later was withdrawn. 


The queen lay motionless. The 
king, his face smeared with blood, 
picked 
himself up 
from 
the 
ground. He went to his wife's 
side, gathered her in his arms, 
kissed her and implored her to 
speak, but she barely moved. 


It was impossible to tell if she 
recognized 
her husband. Within 


five minutes she had died; in bis 
arms. 
Leopold straightened her body 


and smoothed her clothes. Their 
royal attendants covered the still 
form with their coats. 


The tragedy struck at about 


11:30 a. m. 
Peasants 
nearby 
immediately 


telephoned to Kussnacht for help. 
A doctor arrived within five min- 
utes after the queen had died. 
Kissed Queen Again. 
Leopold kissed the dead Astrid 


once more, then was taken away 
in the doctor's car to have his 
wounds dressed.

After her king had gone, As- 
trid's body lay beside the fatal 
tree. Still covered with the coats, 
it was watched for a full hour 
by the bareheaded members of 
the household, peasants, villagers, 
and gandarmes.

Leopold three times in

looking; little Jew who lived near- 
ly two thousand years ago, and 
•whose shaping hand Is today up- 
on the ' life of civilization more 
powerfully than ever before. 
Paul of Tarsus tops the list of 


the world's greatest thinkers and 
moulders of organized human life. 
His personality, his labors and 
his writing have been the sub- 
ject of close study for the entire 
period of the Christian era; yet 
today more books are being writ- 
ten about him than ever before. 
Tens of thousands of 
sermons 


have been preached upon him; 
yet he is an exhaustlcss theme. 
This 
present 
Lesson 
will 
be 


studied by many millions, young 
and old. Careful students have 
often ranked him as second only 
to Jesus in his influence upon the 
world. . 


A Jewel of Many Facets. 
Perhaps the reader will be In- 


terested in the notes which I have 
set down, in preparation for this 
Lesson, since space forbids the 
amplification of them:— 
PAUL — 
A wealthy aristocrat, who fol- 


lowed the weaver's trade. 


A Jewish conservative and fa- 


natic. 
A man who put his beliefs into 


action. 
A 
miracle-made 
convert 
to 


Christ. 
A scholar in seclusion. 
A man ready for a great task. 


(Antioch.) 
A pioneer preacher. 
A hero in travel adventures, 
A friend of individuals. 


* A 
thinker, 
theologian a n d 


author. 
A statesman of religion. 
A simper of history. 
A Christ-possessed man. 
Such are a few of the many 


facets of this human jewel. He 
was great with 
a 
many-sided 
greatness. While all of his train- 
ing and environment contributed 
to : his subsequent achievements, 
Paul can be explained only as 
God's man. Providentially made 
ready for a unique task. Born 
about the same time as Jesus, 
he began to figure in the new 
life to which he was so dramat- 
ically converted on his persecut- 
ing way to Damascus, about twen- 
ty years after the death of our

Church largely a Palestine group, 
without a world horizon or pro-

sect. 


Their faith was more or less in 
a state of flux. Until Paul came, 
there was no one in the brother- 
hood great enough to grasp the 
entire significance of the Gospel. 
But in his gigantic soul and in- 
tellect, the implications and con- 
clusions of the story were fused 
and hammered out into doctrinal 
order and into a program of life. 


His three years of seclusion in 
Arabia (tradition has placed him 
•In Sinai, where Moses, the Old 
Testament character who 
most 


nearly corresponds to Paul, was 
trained), and his years of ob- 
scurity in Tarsus, all devoted to 
meditation and 
study 
of 
the 
' 
Scriptures and of the life and 
words of Jesus, equipped Paul 
for the supreme task that await- 
ed him. The fledgling preacher 
who enters upon a life work of 
ministry after a few months of 
pious training is a. Bible school 
can certainly not cite Paul as a 
precedent. 


Bigger And Better Preachers. 
One crying need of this chaotic 


time, with Its urgent

hungering generation? 


Imagine Paul alive today, with 


all the resources of the press, the 
radio, the automobile 
and 
the 


airplane at his command! What 
a swift, sure leadership he would 
givo to religion in the world. And 
how he would rebuke our mod- 
ern religious perfunctoriness and 
.pettiness. May God send us lead- 
ers adequate for this desperate 
day; 
men whose counsel would 


be heard in legislative halls, in 
newspaper offices, in class rooms 
a"hd in workshops. 


Paul's World-Travels. 


It has been my privilege to tra- 


verse all the scenes of Paul's 
far-flung labors; and even today 
the journey is one fraught with 
adventure and 
hardship. 
More 


than once my life was imperilled 
as I followed the footsteps of the 
great apostle. But I gained a 
vivid sense of 'the place-reality 
of his travels and preaching; and 
of their relation to collateral his- 
tory. Iconium, Lystra, 
Antioch, 


Philippi, Corinth, Ephesus, 
are 


no longer to me mere names on 
a map. It was a real man, jour- 
neying over identifiable ,territory 
to real places, whom we know as 
Paul; Christianity's greatest mis- 
sionary. 


Every chapter of his life cries 


aloud to the church to move out 
and to move on, to press the 
quest 
for 
converts into every 


reachable corner of the earth. In 
every fibre of his being Paul was 
a missionary, an expansionist, a 
soul-quester. We sit at his feet 
in vain unless we see him point- 
ing to the regions beyond. 


Coddled Christians. 


This doughty hero never sought 


an easy life for himself, nor pre- 
sented an easy life to his discip- 
les. The world nowadays has too 
many coddled Christians. We are 
trying ever to make the Chris- 
tian life seem smooth and con- 
ventional and "respectable." Paul 
found it and taught It to be a 
consuming passion, attended by 
opposition, suffering, shame. He 
was often disreputable, an out- 
cast a prisoner, a travel-worn pil- 
grim. Nevertheless, the flame of 
love for Jesus and for men which 
burned forever' brightly 
in 
his 


soul drove him on and on to the 
end, 
until the pubic executioner's 


sword freed 
his soul from 
the 


limitations of his poor, diseased, 
suffering body. 


Two short phrases 
from 
his 


own writings—and thirteen of the 
books of the 
New 
Testament 


came from the prolific pen of this 
tireless traveller, preacher, 
ad- 


ministrator and personal 
friend 


of a multitude—give the key to 
the character and achievements 
of Paul. The first, a charter for 
success for every Christian, is "I 
can do all things through Christ 
who s<rrengthen me." Those words 
are the warrant 
for countless 


great deeds of faith. The Gospel 
not only commissions, but It also 
empowers. It not only enacts new 
legislation for life but It also im- 
parts enforcing ability. Christian- 
ity Is more than a program; It 
is a power. "God's commands are 
God's, enabllngs." 


Another phrase, expressive of 


our hero's whole being, is his, 
'For to me to live ia Christ." He 
had one supreme ambition and 
that was Christ. He cared not 
what ordeals awaited 
him, so 


long as he could thereby express 
the Lord he loved.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. 


—(iP)—Turbulent and tense 
to the very last instant of 
its strife-torn first session, 
the 74th congress headed 
homeward

hour filibuster by Senator Long 
(D-La). 
Talking on dlsplte taunts, gibes 
and earnest pleas, Long held the 
senate floor until the senate ad- 
journed at the stroke of midnight 
last night, and thus succeeded In 
blocking the $102,000,000 third de- 
ficiency bill, carrying funds to 
start the New Deal's giant social 
security program, utilities regula- 
tion, the Guffey coal control bill, 
the new neutrality plan and oth 
er major measures. 
Declaring he wanted action on 
12-cent cotton and 90-cent wheat 
loan 
amendments 
which 
were 
abandoned when the 
AAA an- 
nounced 
a 
compromise 10-cent- 
plus-subsldy program for cotton, 
Long was the center of a highly 
dramatic scene an Instant before 
midnight, as gay crowds In gal 
lerles held their breaths. 
Long at that point was droning 
on In a leisurely manner' reading 
from an old number of the Con- 
gressional Record. Previously he 
had shouted "I won't surrender" 
as administration leaders sought 
to get him to desist. 
Senator . Schwcllenbach 
(D- 
Wash), who argued that long was 
blocking funds 'for the aged and 
crippled, arose ,to point an accus- 
ing finger at the Louisiana Sen- 
ator and say: 


Desire For Publicity. 
"It Is now a minute before mid- 
night. I ask whether or not be- 
cause of his selfish desire for pub- 
licity, the senator from Louisiana 
hasn't defeated the hopes, the as- 
pirations, and the desires of mil- 
lions of people." 


Before Long could yell his oft- 
reiterated "that ain't go," the big 
clock's hand moved to 12 and Vice 
resident Garner's gavel cracked. 


"The 
senate is adjourned sine 
die,", the vice president proclaim- 
ed.(The two houses, hours earlier, 
had passed resolutions for auto- 
matic adjournment at midnight). 
The galleries, silent a minute 
before Garner's gavel fell, burst 
into a roar. Senator Long walked 
out of the chamber alone. 


Had Turned Clock Back. 


Across the capltol, In the house 


chamber, leaders had turned their 
clock back in the 
half-expecta- 


tion that perhaps the senate might 
do likewise, wear Long down, and 
speed the deficiency bill to en- 
actment. 


But when it became certain that 


nothing like that was to be'dgne, 
the house, too, adjourned. It was 
12 midnight by its clock when 
that happened, but actually It was 
12:09 a. m. eastern standard time, 


Thus ended the historic sesssion 


which saw such measures passed 
as the

bill, largest appropriation of all 
time; the far-reaching social se- 
curity measure; a new, If only 
temporary, neutrality 
policy for 


America; a bank bill giving a re-

LEGISLATIVE GALLED 
SESSIONLANNOUNCEO 


ALLRED ANNOUNCES LAW- 
MAKERS TO CONVENE ON 


SEPTEMBER 
16TH 


AUSTIN, Aug. 28—(/P>-Governor 


Allred announced today tho legis- 
lature would be called into extra- 
ordinary session on Sept. 16 to 
consider liquor regulation and pos- 
sibly other matters. 
He said members of the legis- 


lature with whom he had talked 
felt there should be a little time 
properly to study proposed bills 
and learn what was being done 
in other states. 


He planned to Issue a formal 


proclamation calling tho special 
session soon, possibly today. 


"Liquor regulation will bo the 
first subject submitted," Governor 
Allred said. 
"I don't know 
yet 


about the others." 
The governor said there had 


been some demand for a session 
at an earlier date due to confus- 
ion as to the status of the Dean 
law, state prohibition statute, in 
view of Saturday's election repeal- 
ing statewide constitutional pro- 
hibition. 


He asked that It be made clear 
that 
Attorney General 
William 


McCraw had held that the Dean 
law would remain in effect in ter- 
ritory dry by local option In 1019 
even after the official canvass of 
the election returns about Sept. 9. 


"The law will be in force and 


effect even after the results of 
the election are officially canvass- 
ed and proclaimed," Governor All- 
red said. 
"Thero is no need for 


confusion on this subject. 
Need Time Map Program, 


"If there had been any doubt, I 


would call the session sooner, but 
some mistakes have been made 
in the past by calling the legisla- 
ture too aulcklv and I want to 
avoid them. 
We will need time 


to formulate a program." 


Other subjects would necessitate 


considerable additional study, he 
said, including that of enabling 
laws under the amendment au- 
thorizing old age pensions. 


Much would depend, ho added, 


on tho fate of the security pro- 
gram m Washington.
